The approval of the Deputy Director, Forward 
Markets Commission under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 
of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 
of 1952) read with tbe Government of India, Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry Notification S.O. 1162, dated 
the 4th May 1960 has been obtained to the following 
amendments made to the Bye-laws of the Bombay Yam 
Merchants’ Association & Exchange Ltd., Bombay, the 
same having been previously placed on the Notice Board 
of the Association pursuant to Section 11 of the said 
Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

1. For Bye-laws from 118 to 122 the following Bye- 
laws shall be substituted, namely : — 

“118, In the event of any dispute regarding the ten- 
derability, under Bye-law 45, or the goods tendered 
against the Forward Contracts of Staple Fibre Yam, 
the goods shall be referred to the members of the 
Survey Certificate Committee for survey in the manner 
provided for in these Bye-laws. 

119. (a) The buyer desirous of referring the goods for 
survey shall make an application to the Association 
within 24 hours of the receipt of the delivery order. 
After receiving such application, the Association shall 
appoint 2 members of Survey Certificate Committee, 
who shall have no interest direct or indirect whatsoever 
in the goods under survey to act as surveyors for the 
survey of the goods in question. However, the goods 
shall be surveyed as above within the last date, for the 
delivery of the goods, fixed by the Association and the 
seller shall afford all facilities for the same. 

(b) Both the Surveyors shall before surveying the 
goods appoint another member of the Survey Certifi- 
cate Committee to act as Umpire to whom the Survey 
of the goods shall be referred in the event of the survey- 
ors being unable to agree on the tenderability or other- 
wise of the goods. 

(c) For the purpose of survey one bundle from a 
bale for a lot of up to 25 bales and further one bundle 
for each additional lot of up to 25 bales shall be taken 
out by the Office of the Association in the presence of 
the buyer. The Conveyance charges shall be borne by 
the buyer if the storing place is outside the area men- 
tioned in Bye-law No. 105(a). 
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(d) One knot from each of the said bundle or 
bundles will then be tested at the laboratory of the Asso- 
ciation in the presence of the buyer. If tbe surveyor* 
agree on the tenderability or otherwise of the goods, 
they shall thereafter issue a certificate in regard to the 
goods tendered. If the Surveyors do not so agree they 
shall refer the matter to the Umpire who shall issue a 
certificate after necessary survey. 

(e) The Certificate issued by the Surveyors or the 
Umpire as the case may be shall contain the following 
details : — 

(i) Description of goods 

(ii) Mill’s name 

(iii) Quantity of bales 

(iv) Bales Nos. 

(v) Month of Packing 

(vi) Description of Iron Hoops 

(vii) No. of bale/ bales surveyed with lot numbers 

(viii) Whether the goods are tenderable or not under 
Byc-law No, 45. 

120. (a) If the goods are certified as tenderable they 
shall be valid for tendei in so far as the Bye-law 45 is 
concerned in subsequent deliveries for a maximum period 
of 12 months from the date of the certificate. 

(b) If the goods are certified as not tenderable under 
Byc-law 45, the outstanding contract for the said goods 
will be deemed to have been squared up at the delivery 
order rate, plus a penalty of Rs. 15 per bale payable to 
the buyer, 

121. (a) A minimum fee of Rs. 5 per Certificate or 
Re. 1 per bale whichever is more will be charged by 
the Association for issuing a certificate. 50% of the 
above fee shall go to the Surveyors concerned and the 
balance 50% to the Association. 

(b) A fee of Re, 1 for a certified copy of the Certi- 
ficate will be charged from the member who has to take 
delivery of the goods. 

(c) Bales certified as tenderable by the Survey Certi- 
ficate Committee shall be tenderable. 

(d) The Buyer shall bear the Survey fee for the 
bales certified as tenderable by the surveyor or the 
umpire as the case may be, and the seller shall bear the 
survey fee for the bales certified as non-tenderable. 


(145) 
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122. A member aggrieved by the decision of the 
Surveyors or the Umpire as the case may be will be 
entitled to file an appeal provided, the same is filed with- 
in 24 hours of the receipt of the decision. The sample 
of the goods under survey will then be sent by the Asso- 
ciation for testing either to the Victoria Jubilee Technical 
Institute, Matunga, or the Silk & Art Silk Mills Re- 
rearch Association, Bombay, as preferred by the 
appellant at his expense." 

2. For Bye-law 44 following Bye-law shall be substi- 
tuted namely : — 

"44. (a) The goods tenderable against Forward Con- 
tracts in Staple Fibre Yarn for 17Nf and 2/34Nf shall 
be the manufacture of v the mills of India. For this 
puij>ose, the goods will be allowed to be tendered in 
delivery of the mills manufacturing Staple Fibre Yam as 
per schedules (A) and (B) appended to these Bye-laws, 

(b) The Board, however, will have a right to delete 
from or to add to the appended schedules, the names of 
the mills, subject to the concurrence of the Forward 
Markets Commission, from time to time, provided that 
no such deletion or addition shall have effect in so far as 
current deliveries in Forward Contracts of Staple Fibre 
Yam are concerned.” 

3. In Bye-law 45 after Sub-Clause (v) of Clause (a), 
the following new Sub-Clause shall be added as Sub- 
Clause (vi), namely : — 

"(vi) The Board will, however, be entitled to fix the 
standards of humidity and temperature for ascertaining 
count and strength as above and the standards so fixed 
would apply to such Forward Contracts of Staple Fibre 
Yam as the Board may decide from time to time," 

4. In Bye-law 60, in clause (b) for the words “Last 
trading day of the delivery month”, the following words 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

“3rd day, preceding the due date of the delivery 
month or on such other day, as the Board may prescribe 
from time to time”. 

5. In Bye-law 164 last paragraph shall be numbered 
as clause (3). 

6. For Byelaw 165, the following Bye-law shall be 
substituted, namely 

165. (1) An appeal from the award of the Dispute 
Committee, Arbitrators or Umpire appointed by the 
Association shall be filed within 15 days of the date on 
which the award is delivered to the party. An appeal 
shall only be accepted if the applicant deposits the 
amount awarded by the Dispute Committee or Arbitra- 
tors or Umpire with the Association before filing an 
application for appeal. 

(2) The Board shall be entitled to entertain on valid 
grounds, at its discretion, an appeal even after the ex- 
piry of the time limit mentioned in clause (1).
